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On the other side of Droop Ptfountain, we leave Pocahontas 
and enter into Greenbrier, the old trail winds on, and it is 
the same trail which the Indians traveled on many years ago. 
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They then came on down the trail to Huntersville, which was 
the first County Seat of Pocahontas, but today Mar lint on is the 
County -Seat. They finally traveled on down the trail into the 
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
